To aid in 
meeting this demand, two excursions will be 
run from Ontario and Quebec early next 
month at the rate of $25, with the privilege 
of paying $10 for Manitoba points and $18 
for the return trip. 


E. B. Osler, of Osler & Hammond, Toron- 
to, who are the chief men inthe C. & E. 
Company told a reporter that the Hudson’s 
Bay road would never be a rival of the C. 
P. R., for the reason that it would never be 
built. If it were built, it would not carry 
the wheat crop of the Northwest and Mani- 
toba for the simple reason that it would cost 
too much for it to go that way. It was 
nothing but a frand in his judgment. This 
rote of $20,000 per mile for mail subsidy 
would, he supposed, give a chance for about 
$250,000 of plunder. The only reason 
the Canadian Pacific influence was opposed 
to the Hudson’s Bay scheme was because 
they did not want the credit of Canadian 
stocks injured in London by such schemes. 


The Moose Jaw Times dealing with the 
shortage in the Northwest funds owing to 
relief granted last fall says: ‘‘In the light 
of present knowledge, of course it cannot be 
denied that the executive made a mistake 
by assuming any share of responsibility in 
the case. They made the mistake of acting 
npon the assumption that they were dealing 
with an honorable man, whose promise 
might be relied on. They foolishly thought, 
because Hon. Mr. Daly said so the money 
would be paid back. In a word, they 
innocently supposed they were dealing 
with a gentleman, while later developments 
prove that the supposition had absolutely 
no foundation in fact; so it is abundantly 
manifest that the executive made a mistake. 
It was one of those mistakes that lean to the 


side of virtue.”

Reports 
are not in from all counties but sufficient 
returns have been made to indicate 1895 
yield of from 6,000,000 to 10,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the state; about 40 per cent. 

A 
committee was appointed with authority to 
negotiate for an emergency rate from Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas, Oregon, Washington 
and Utah sufficient to meet the demands of 
Kansas mills. It is estimated that to keep 
the leading merchant mills of the state go- 
ing, from 7,000,000 upward must be import- 
ed.
